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ABSTRACT 

The National Household Education Survey (NHES) is a 
data collection system of the National Center for Educational 
Statistics (NCES) that is designed to address a wide range of 
educat ion“relat ed issues through telephone surveys. It provides 
descriptive data on the educational activities of the U.S. population 
and offers a variety of educational statistics. This brochure 
describes the studies the NHES has conducted since it began in 1991. 
NHES: 1991 addressed early childhood education and adult education, 
screening about 60,000 households and interviewing about 14,000 
parents. NHES:93 focused on school readiness with interviews with 
about 11,000 parents and school safety and discipline through 
interviews with about 12,700 parents. The topical components for 
NHES:95 were the same as those of 1991, with more than 45,000 
households screened. In 1996, the NHES will concentrate on parent and 
family involvement in education and adult and youth civic 
involvement. A new design feature for 1996 will be the collection of 
demographic and educational information on members of all households 
rather than just those households potentially eligible for a topical 
component. It is expected that 59,000 or more households will be 
screened in future NHES studies. (SLD)

educational experiences for the total targeted population 
and tor domains defined by race and ethnicity, 
tstimates by race and ethnicity are of great interest, 
wpecidly for monitoring educational trends over time 
Therefore, the NHES sample design oversamples 
minorities in order to increase the reliability of 
estimates for these groups. 

A new design feature of the NHES program, being 
implemented in the NHES:96, is the collection of 
demographic and educational information on members 
ot all households, rather than just those households 
potentially eligible for a topical component. In addi- 
tion, this expanded screening feature includes a brief set 
ol quesaons on an issue of interest to education pro- 
gram administrators or policymakers. The total house- 
hold sample size IS sufficient to produce state estimates 
or the brief topical questions; it is expected that 59,000 
or more households will be screened in all future NHES 
collections. 
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
